1 pound pears 
1 pound sugar 
1 pnt water ie 
1 lemon, sliced thin 
The fruit may be preserved whole, 
in halves, or in quarters, Boil the 
sugar and water for 5 minutes, add 
the pears and the lemon, and cook 
the pears until they are clear and 
transparent, and until the syrup is a 
‘hick cons stency. Turn them into 
clean hot jars and sea] them. If hard 
pears are used, they should be cuvok- 
ed jn clear water until tender, and 
the water in which they are cooked 
should be used in making the syrup. 
A few cloves or a stick of cinnamon 
is sometimes added for flavor. Pine 
apple juice inetead of water in the 
syrup g ves a delicious flavor, 
Pickled Pears 
4 quarts pears 
2 pounds white sugar 
2 cups vinegar 
% ounce stick cinnamon 
% ounce whole cloves 
Peel pears. Boil the sugar, the vine- 
gar the cloves, and the cinnamon for 
20 minutes. Place a few of the whoie 
pears at a time in the syrup, and 
cook them unt] they are tender.

12 ripe cucumbers | 
1% cups suger |

1 tablespoon white mustard seed 
Cut the cucumbers in slices one 
inch thick or ‘m lengthwise strips. |

in cold water. Mix the sugar, vinegar 
and .spices and boil for five minutes. 
Add the cucumbers. Cook them slow 
ly until tender.. When done the cu- 
cumbers should have a clear appear- 
ance and the liquid should be the con 
sistency of a mediumiy thick syrup. 
Seal in hot, clean jars.
